Liberal Association convention on 
Friday defeated a resolution “that 
the Liberal party hereby expresses its 
continued approval of the principles 
of co-operative marketing and distri- 
bution of farm products and pledges 
itself to the encouragement of exist- 
ing and future projects operating un- 
der that principle, but we believe that 
such projects can and should stand 
on their own feet financially.” 


Discussion covered a wide field. It 
roamed so far as to bring L. A. Gir- 
oux, member of the legislature for 
Grouard to his feet to.declare that 
this was a national question and ad- 
vocated establishment of a National 
Marketing Board. 

In the net result feeling was crys- 
talized by defeating the motion.

and Lac la Biche. The writer found 
caribou antlers, apparently very 
old, some _ distance north of that 
vicinity in 1919. 

The appearance of the ;magpie in 
numbers in this section of Alberta 
during the last ten years has been 
the cause of much discussion. Until 
1911 it was unknown north of the 
Red Deer River. In October of that 
year magpies were reported from the 
vicinity of Bittern Lake, and from 
that time on they have gradually be- 
come’ more numerous vatil they are 
now very plentiful at all times of the 
‘year. Magpies were very common 
during the buffalo days when the 
flocks would follow the hunting par- 
ties and live on the refuse of the 
hunt. The bird was considered a 
pest in those times on account of its 
habit of alighting on horses with sad- 
dle or harness galls, and persistently 
picking at the sores until death of 
;the animal resulted. The only means 
of saving the horse thus attacked was 
to stable or blanket them. With the 
'extinction of the buffalo, the magpies 
disappeared and the present incursion 
is the first which has occurred since 
, that time. :

I do 
not Wish to offer any carping criti- 
cism but the situation has become so 
desperate and the condition and the 
temper of the people are such that it 
is necessary for us in this corner of 
the house to speak without equivoca- 
tion. 

During the course of his remarks 
last night the Prime Minister made 
reference to nostrums, to sound mon- 
ey and to the use of a printing press 
in regard to the paying of our foreign 
debts. These phrases, which mean 
so little when analysed but which may 
stand for so much when reiterated by 
such an authority ought to be wat. 
not with sounding phrases and tink- 
ling cymbals but with facts, and the 
only things that are accepted by us 
are facts. First let me take a few 
;comments to deal with the excuses 
which were put forward by the Prime! 
; Minister for present conditions, ex- 
cuses which were also given by the 
j leader of the opposition when he was 
in office, and which I presume will 


all be used by the next government if it 


continues to attempt the impossible 
tries to make the capitalistic 
system work. 

The first excuse given was that this 
is a universal condition, that Cana- 
da is not the only country suffering 
1from unempleyment, great debts, low 
, prices for commodities and so on, but 
that in fact all the countries in the 
world are in a similar position. And 
so the inference is that if the govern- 


| ments of all countries have failed to 


find any solution for the economic 
problem of our time, surely it cannot 
be expected that Canada alone can 
ifind such a solution. Now of course 
we have to admit that the problem 
is universal; ang why? It is univers- 
‘al because capitalism has built up an 
artificial international interdépend- 
ence. How did capitalism do that? 
The answer is -that under its profit 
‘Philosophy capitalism must, of neces- 
develop in each country a sur- 
; Plus of goods which it cannot sell at 
for which, therefore, it 
must seek some foreign market. Cap- 
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pressing neessity with which we are 
faced in Canada? 

Canada has a population of ten mil- 
lion. It has an abundance of food, 

an abundance of clothing, and an 
abundance of coal for power and for 
keeping us-warm in this cold climate, 
and it has. an abundance of material 
for building homes, Now let.us stop 
there; because [ believe that most 
Canadians this winter would be fully 
satisfied, for the present, if they had 
food, clothing and shelter in abund- 
ance. Well, what does this govern- 
ment—and the same may be asked of 
all governments in the civilized world 
—say in these circumstance? It says 
to the people of Canada, “It is true 
you have produced a great surplus of 
food, but unless we can sell that sur- 
plus of food to someone outside Can- 
ada our own people must starve.” 
That is the philosophy of this inter- 
national capitalism. 

I say that regardless of internation- 
al interdependence the Canadian gov- 
ernment must, out of the abundance 
of our natural resources, out of the 
abundance of our prouction, find a 
way to give every Canadian food, 
clothing and shelter and the right to 
work for these things, or else confess 
the benkruptcy of the Conservative 
statesmanship of this country. The 
excuse is given that Canada is no 
worse than any other country, and 
this I readily admit. Canada is cer- 
tainly no worse than any other coun- 
try although she ought to be a good 
deal better. I am not sure that she 
is, but she certainly should not be 
worse. But what kind of an excuse 
is that to a hungry man? Suppose 
the Prime Minister and I were taking 
a trip across the Atlantic and at 
midnight we both fell overboard. Atf- 
ter a while, let us say, I bobbed up on 
top of a wave and said to him, ‘Ha, 
ha, I am not worse off than you are;

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italism has been dying for two gen- 
erattions and every government that 
ever sat opposite has ‘been quacking 
on it and applying quack remedies.

We demand that they put an end to 
their nostrums and get down to poli- 
cies - that will work. Among these

I 
can assure him that, from my associa- 
tions with the Canadian people—and 
I have travelled over this country 
in the last two years a good deal 
more than he has been able to do, be- 
cause he has been very busy—the 
majority of the Canadian people no 
longer regard money as a divine mys- 
tery which must be protected both by 
church and by state. The public mind 
has lost-some of the reverence which 
it used to have for the gold basis, for 
example, especially since Great Brit- 
ain slipped off that basis and  siuce 
they have been able to taste some of 
the fruits which have followed. 

I say frankly that the phrase sound 
money actually stinks with error and 
fallacy; it has very much more sound 
than sense. Let me say to this house 
that sound money is something that 
Canada has not and never had. Sound 
money is something which no nation 
in the world has ever had on a gold 
basis. The agitation from this corn- 
er of the chamber has been to get 
sound money and bring about the 
abandonment of unsound money. Let 
me ask a few questions of my hon. 
friends which they can answer at 
their leisure. Is it possible for sound 
money to be based on gold?

GREAT CHANGES WROUGHT BY 
DEVELOPMENT OF ELECTRICITY 
DURING THE PAST FIFTY YEARS 


It is only fifty years since the first 
electric generating plant began op- 
erations. New York has been celebrat- 
ing the occasion half a century ago 
when Edison pressed a button ang a 
new era had begun. Even those who 
have lived in the transition and on 
through the ‘wiring’ period are 
scarcely aware how much a part of 
life electrical power has become, how 
great is the change that has been 
wrought. It is only on those rare oc- 
casions when the power goes off that 
the lesson is forced home. 

A modern business office takes its 
elevators, its telephones, telegraphs, 
and light as a matter of course. The 
citizen takes electrical power, trans- 
portation and street lighting as all in 
the regular scheme of things. Even 
the average household starts the day 
with an electrically run coffee perco- 
lator and toaster, and as a_ matter 
of course counts on the electric iron, 
hot water heater, vacuum cleaner and 
so on, until the bed side light is snap- 
ped off. 

Electricity is taking over bigger 
and bigger responsibilities in industry. 
Last year, in the United States, in- 
dustry and business consumed a total 
of 52,162,000,000 kilowatt hours of 
electrical energy for lighting and 
power. ; 

It has transformed the theatre by 
making lighting effects (heretofore 
undreamed of) possible, and in all 
the ramifications of cinema. It hag 
become a handmaid to therapeutic 
medicine; and agriculture, starting 
with the portable utility motor, is 
more and more claiming its aid. Al- 
ready it is a recognized factor in the 
poultry business, and enough know- 
ledge is now available to realize that 
it might and doubtless will be © still 
more widely used. 


There is a promise of large scale 
domestic heating and of cooling ap- 
paratus. Refrigeration both for in- 
dustry and home use, is now common. 
The day of a “private sun” with ultra 
violet rays guaranteeq for every home 
is on the programme. 

Ships in the air and ships at sea 
know electricity, from the simplest 
lighting devices to intricate machin- 
ery which seems almost to have oc- 
cult power. _ ; 

In all this development circling the 
globe, it is a point worthy of note that

peg uses more electricity per capita. 
than any other city, and it can obtain 
it more cheaply for. both domestic and 
industrial use. ; ;

These agree- 
ments represent the beginning of an 
Eeonomic Imperialism which may 
be even less healthy for the world 
than Political Imperialism. 

It may be truly said that there 
has never been a time in the history 
of the world when there was a 
greater universal sentiment for Inter- 
national co-operation than at the 
present time. True that this is so 
far only a sentiment; nevertheless, it 
may well have been the precursor of 
satisfactory International arrange- 
ments which would make for peace 
and good-will. It does seem, there- 
fore, particularly unfortunate that 
such a sentiment and such potential 
possibilities should be so rudely 
checked by an economic arrange- 
ment made by a quarter of the world’s 
population. It is more than. likely 
that similar economic alignments 
will follow, resulting in partitioning | 
the world into several Economic Em- | 
pires each in competition with the 
other for world power, thus paving 
the way for another Great War.
